Biggest Ever Known. 


Paris, Sept. 29—Emile Zola, the em- 


inent novelist and champion of c/apt. 
Dreyfus, was today found dead in his 
house from asphyxiation 
by 
fumes 


from a coal stove. 


Zola returned to his Paris home 


from his country house at Medan and 
owing to a sudden spell of cold weath- 
er here, he ordered the heating stove 
in his bedroom 
lighted. Tho 
stove 


burncjcl badly, but Zola and his wife 
retired at 10 o'clock last night and 
the servants, not hearing any move- 
ment in the apartment this morning 
entered the 
bedroom 
at 9:30 and 


found Mme. Zola lying on the bed, in- 
animate. 
Zola was lying half out of 


bed, with his head and shoulders on 
the floor and his legs on the bed. Doc- 
tors were summoned but they failed 
to return Zola to life. 
After prolong- 


ed efforts 
they 
resuscitated 
Mme. 


Zola. 


A rumor suggesting 
suicide 
from 


poison was based on the 
fact 
that 


ejections supposed to have come from 
his stomach were found on the floor, 
but the doctors say they came from 
Zola's dog, which was in the bedroom 
and which did not suffer from esphyx- 
iatlon. 


Zola dined with a 
good 
appetite 


yesterday evening and the servants of 
the household ate of the same dishes. 
Nothing unusual was heard in the bed 
room during the night. 


Some woikmen arrived at the Zola 


residence at 9:30 this morning in or- 
der to make certain repairs in Zola'a 
bedroom, but the servants, having il- 
ready become alarmed nt hearing no 
sound from the room, deckled to en- 


ter, 
and burst the door open. A slight 


odor of carbonic ^as was at once no- 
ticed and the bodies of the novelist 
and his \\ifu weic found in the posi- 
tions already desciibed. 


Zola had evidently been awakened 


by a choking sensation, tried to rise, 
but was overcome by 
the 
fumes, 


which apparently escaped from the de- 
fective stove. 
The windows were im- 


mediately opened, doctors and a com- 
missary of police were summoned, and 
the utmost efforts were made to revive 
the novelist and his wife, but the for- 
mer was dead.

Roosevelt is improving nicely today 
and has hopes of a drive soon. 


The second operation on his leg has 


brought good results. 


When the doctors cut down into the 


affected region they found a slightly 
diseased spot in the shape of a bruised 
bone-covering. 


Some fluid had accumulated, as a re- 


sult ot which his temperature had ris- 
en. 


All of this fluid was removed, the 


bone was scraped of Its injured cover- 
ing and perfect drainage established. 


The wound is now expected to heal 


from the bottom quickly. 


Dr. Newton M. Shaffer, a bone spec- 


ialist, was called to Washington be- 
cause the physicians in charge wanted 
to be absolutely 
sure that they were 


applying the proper treatment. 


Dr. Shaffer is an old f unity physi- 


cian and friend of the president. 
He 


has attended the Roosevelt children, 


It is stated by the doctors that the 


purpose of the operation was merely to 
hasten recovery. 


They say there Is not the slightest in- 


dication of blood poisoning or of any 
affection of the bone. 


One of the doctors said the injury 


to the bone mentioned in the cfficla 
bulletin ordinarily 
would be 
called 


"parking the shin." 


Aside from the injury to the shin 


the president's physical condition is 
perfect, except for the rise in temper- 
ature caused by the conditions exist- 
ing before the operation. 
It Is because 


of his excellent condition that the doc- 
tors do not anticipate nny complica- 
tions, such as blood poisoning. 


"If you don't get me out of this so 


I can go hunting this fall there « i l l be 
trouble," said the president to the doc- 
tors. 


The physicians hope the progress to- 


ward recovery will be such that he may 
be able to walk within ten days.

Emlle Zola was a son of an Italian en-

non", which appeared 
in 1863. This 


ifas followed by several other impres- 
sive but broad pictures of the seamy 
side of French life.

in literature, but it was not until 1871 
that his genius came to the fore. 


In that year began the famous ser- 


ies of novels entitled 
"Les 
Rougon 


Macquart", the natural history of a 
family of the second 
empire.

After his conviction of course his 
labor was sold at a certain sum per 
day, the same as all other convicts, but 
his wife had money and she gave the 
contractor each month a sum sufficient 
to recompense him for the loss of 
work which the convicted man might 
have performed. The convict did noth- 
ing but loaf about all day in good 
clothes, smoking cigars and enjoying 
life while the theory of the law was 
that he was hard at work in the cane 
fields or at some other heavy work."

under this head than to say that he 
seems to have been a man of good 
chaiai t< r, and although a Jew was not 
a I'hansre or Hadticee, but helonge 1 
to that more liberal class of Jews 
knoun a.s Kssenes. The Mosaic law 
presumed that he was a man of good 
(h.u.xcte'- for honesty and truthfulness 
until attacked by direct evidence, and 
that then as now, he was piesumed 
to be innocent until proven guilty In 
the manner and form prescribed by 
the law under which e was tried. As a 
man he was certainly entitled to these 
presumptions, and to have the law 
fairly and 
impartially administered!. 


At that time he could only be put on 
trial for his life before a lawfully or- 
ganized cnuit with jurisdiction under 
the law to try him for a capital of- 
fense. 


The Court That Tried. 


Let us not forget thnt this was a 


trial, a lawsuit, and there wa», no right 
of exei utlon without a trial. By the law 
of Moses a court known as the San- 
heclrin was oiganized for the trial of 
capital cases, and it was before the 
rfanhedmi that Jesus was tiled. 


This 
court, 
the 
Sanhedrim, 
or 


as the modern Hebrew gives it, the 
Kieat Sanhedrln, 
was 
the supreme 


council and highest ecclesiastical tiib- 
unal of the Jewish nation, and consist- 
ed of seventy-one members, composed 
of the chief pilests and ciders, and it 
is s-aid to have heM daily sessions, ex- 
i ept on Sabbath and testival days It 
n is < tiled the 
rjre'it Sanhedrin 
to 


distinguish it from the lower or pi ov- 
iin lal Sanbediin, 
of 
twenty-three 


members. These provincial Sanhedi Ins 
had Jurisdiction over civil and minor 
criminal cases. Such lesser tiibunals 
w e r e set up In towns and villages 
havlnff not fewer than one hundred 
and 
twenty representative men, In- 


cHulliiK a physician and a schoolmas- 
tei. The fire it Sanhedrin had its or- 
igin In the appointment by Moses ot 
seventy eldeis to assist him as mag- 
istrates and Judxes (see Numbers 11- 
15: Dent. 16-lS).The name of this 
court was dropped under the presi- 
dency of Gamaliel IV, A. n. 270-300, 
and became 
extinct 
under its last 


president, Gamaliel VI, A. D. 425. 


The court before which Jesus was 


tried consisted 
of 
twenty-three 
or 


seventy-one judges, and as no Judges 
were ad,led and no disagreement in 
the comt a« to his guilt, there may 
have been only twenty-three judges. 


I have thus given a history of the 


court, its organization and its powers 
and jurisdiction. While twenty-three 
membeis of the court constituted a 
legal court certainly, for the trial of 
minor criminal 
offenses, 
yet when 


there was a disagreement or any one 
of the judges was undecided as to the 


guilt or Innocence of the aci used, then 
it became the duty of the court to 
call additional Judges, by twos, until 
an agieeinent was reached, up to sev- 
enty-one. It is my opinion that there 
was only twenty-three judges set in 
the trial of Jesus. And thnt as there 
was no disagreement no judges were 
added, but it may be that the full 
seventy-one judges heard tho trial as 
the court proper of the Great Sanhe- 
drin. Whrle the number of judges is 
uncertain, I do not regard the question 
as material, as I am satisfied that the 
court was properly organized and that 
it had jurisdiction to try the case on 
the charge of blasphemy. I assume 
this for the reason that I have never- 
heard the question of jurisdiction rais- 
ed, and Jesus made no objection to the 
power of the court to try him, bnt 
I think this fact proves nothing; but 
Pontius Pilate, who was a learned man 
in both Roman and Hebrew- law, rais- 
ed no question as to the jurisdiction 
of the court to try Jesus. Pilate was a 
scholar, and familiar with Roman and 
Hebrew jurisprudence, and if the court 
had not been legally organized or had 
not had the power and jurisdiction to 
try the cause, Pilate would certainly 
have raised the point. But as he made 
no question on these points, I assume 
that the court, without regard to the 
rjuestion as to the number of judges, 
was a lawful court having jurisdiction 
to try Jesus for the crime of blas- 
phemy. 


The Arrest of Jesus. 


There can be no doubt but that the 


t.rrest of Jesus was made by the order 
of the Sanhedrin or some of its mem- 
bers. Judas was evidently selected by 
the priests for the purpose of betray- 
ing Jesus into the hands of the officers 
sent to arrest him. The priests and el- 
ders evidently feared that by some mi- 
raculous power Jesus would 
escape 


the officers and soldiers that arrested 


! him, notwithstanding that they did 
not believe his teat hinffs, or that he 
mli?ht learn of the Intended an est 
and escape. To avoid this, Juilas was 
kept with him until he entered Opth- 
Fpmnne. Jesus had .prophesied his be- 
trayal, and this was probably known 
to the priests and elders before the 
arrest. The chief priests and elder", 
before his nirest, 
at 
the 
palace of 


Taiaphas the high priest, consulted 
together thai they might take Jesus 
by force nnd kill him, and this course 
would have been pursued hnd M not 
beert the 
feat 
day 
of unleavened 


bread and they feaied the people, <-,o 
while the priests and scribes and el- 
ders were scheming for the 
life ot 


Jesus, Jesus was eating at the pass- 
over, and where he again prophesied 
of his betrayal and named and Intend- 
ed Judas, one of the twelve, as his 
betrayer. (See Matt. 26, 17-25.) It was 
in the evening when Jesus with the 
twelve sat down to eat at the feast, 
Judas was there, evidently watching 
Jesus, and eating of the bread with 
Jesus; 
and while they were eating 


Jesus said, "One of you shall betray 
me," and the disciples were excited by 
sorrow and began to say every one c,t 


them "Is it I?" and Jesus answered 
and said, "He that dippcth his bread 
with me in the dish, the same shall 
betray me. The Son of Man goeth as 
it Is written of hrm, but woe unto that 
man by whom the Son of Man is be- 
trayed, it had been good for that man 
had lie not been born." Then Judas 
which betrayed 
him 
answered and 


said, "Master, Is it T?" nnd Jesus 
said unto him, "Thou hast said." And 
as they were eating Jesus took bread 
and blessed it and gave to his dis- 
ciples and then took the cup and gave 
thanks, and gave it to them sayitip;, 
"Drink ye all of it." Judas evidently 
partook of the bread and wine with 
the other disciples. After the feast was 
over, which 
was 
probably 
about 9 


o'clock in the evening, they went 10 
the Mount of Olives, and after Jesus 
had spoken to the disciples about th« 
remarkable events that were at hand, 
they went from the Mount of Olives 
down a short distance to the place 
called 
Gethsemane. 
They probably 


reached Gethsemane about 10 or 11 
o'clock in the evening; then Jesus 
prayed and his disciples slept. Just 
when Judas left the other disciples T 
can not state, but probably while the 
others slept he left, went up to the 
city and met the officers and came 
•with them to where Judas was to 
point him out to the officers, who 
were evidently not acquainted with 
Jesus. The arrangement for Judas to 
keep watch on Jesus and meet them 
and play his part in the arrest was 
evidently understood by Judas before 
he went to the feast, and when he was 
dipping in the dish with Jesus and eat- 
ing the bread and drinking the nine, 
he knew he was the traitor referred 
to. The place where Judas met the 
crowd of officers is not stated, nor is 
this material, as it is certain he met 
them somewhere, probably not very 
distant from Gethsemane. It was about 
midnight when this band came with 
swords, sticks and stones and with 
lanterns, led by Judas, who betiaypd 
Jesus with a kirs, which is fullv de- 
scribed by Matthew and the other 
evangelists. I have gone into detail 
of the preparation for the an est for 
the purpose of showing the manner of 
the arrest and the conduct of Judas; 
while it is the rule of the writer to 
speak no evil of the dead, it Is well 
that we all have an opinion of the 
conduct of Judas, and as he was the 
servant of the priests it gives us an 
idea of the feeling of the lourt that 
tried the case before the arrival of 
this mob. 


After the third prayer of Jesus at 


Oethsemane, Jesus said to his dis- 
ciples, "Sleep on now and take your 
rest; behold the hour is at hand and 
the Son of Man is betrayed Into the 
hands of sinners." Jesus knew that 
the crowd was approaching to make 
the arrest, and on the arrival of the 
officers where Jesus was the plan for 
his arrest was carried out. 


Goes to Trial. 


And after 
a 
short 
skirmish be- 


tween Simon Peter and Malchus, a 
servant of the high priest, in which 


skirmish Malchus lost one of his ears, 
this band of men, consisting of the 
captain and officers of the Jews and 
a great multitude, took Jesus and 
bound him and led him away to An- 
nas, who was the father-in-law of 
Calaphas 
and 
was 
then 
for that 


year 
the 
acting 
high 
priest, 
and 


he sent Jesus to Calaphas, who waj 
then 
high 
priest. 
And 
from 


Calaphaa they took him to the hall 
of judgment. This night, the most re- 
markable in all history, and its won- 
derful scenes, Is not fully described by 
either of the evangelists, and much 
is left to inference. Who from all that 
is said can describe toe 
wonderful 


scenes of that night in the garden of 
Gethsemane or the emotions or pray- 
ers of Jesus while waiting for the 
approaching mob ? Who can fully de- 
scribe the arrest njid the scenes of the 
night? Who can tell us the manner of 
the assembling of the Sanhedrin, the 
court that was to try the young Jew? 
Who can describe fully this remarjf- 
able. court or this wonderful trial? 


The accounts given by the evangel- 


ists are crude and mubt must be In- 
terred or gathered from Jewish his- 
tory and customs. The Sanhedrin as- 
sembled early in the morning after 
the arrest in the night, by whose 
order is not stated, hut it Is evidnet the 
assembling of the court was by di- 
rection of the high priest before the 
arrest. 


Judge Gaynor states the legal situ- 


ation. He says: "The Jewish nation 
was at the time of Jesus under tne 
Roman dominion, but as w is usual 
with the Romans 
in 
dealing with 


subject nations, they had left to the 
Jews their religion, laws, manners and 
usages, and even their system of ju- 
dicial administration, except in respect 
of Roman Jurisdiction and admlnU- 
tiation over the province, and also as 
they might be otherwise incompatible 
with Roman supremacy; so that it 
was the ordinary course for Jews to 
be tried in a Jewish court for an al- 
leged offense against Jewish law. La- 
ter, 
when 
Paul 
was 
being 
tried 


before the 
San 
heJrin 
and was In 


clanger, 
he 
was 
rescued 
by 
the 


Roman soldiers only because he was 
a Roman citizen, and therefore en- 
tied to a trial before a Roman trib- 
unal (Acts xlii, !!7:xxlv., 6, 7.) Under 
Roman conquest a nation was usually 
made merely 
tributary 
at first and 


lost its autonomy by 
slow degrees. 


British rule in India furnishes an Il- 
lustration of the same policy of grad- 
ual aasimllation and absorption." 


No formal accusation had been made 


against Jesus and no warrant had 
been issued for his arrest, which was 
a prerequisite to a lawful arrest under 
the Jewish laws and customs. 


His arrest was the result of a con- 


spiracy of the high priest and mem- 
bers of the Sanhedrin. the judges of 
the court that was to try him. The 
court was therefore not an impartial 
tribunal. It had prejudged the case. 
Jesus, as we have stated, was arrest- 
en in the 
night 
time, 
according 


ing to Matthew, 26-57. "And they that 


had laid hold on Jesus led him away 
to Calnphas the high priest, where 
the scribes and elders were assembl- 
ed." 


And according to Luke, 22-54, "Then 


•hey took him and brought him to the 
high priest's house." 


According to Mark, 14-C,'!: "And they 


led Jesus away to the high priest and 
with him were assembled all the chief 
priests and elders and the scribes." 


And according to John IS-13, "And 


led him away to Annas first for he} 
was the 
father-in-law 
to Calaphns, 


which was the high priest that same 
year."' 


It is clear to my mind that they 


first took him to Annas and then, to 
the house of Calaphas, who was that 
year the high priest, where the court 
was assembled, that was to and did 
try him, and that thereupon he was 
taken to the judgment hull, where the 
Sanhedrin sat 
In 
judgment on th<a 


case, at the dawn of the morning af- 
ter the arrest. The Sanhedrin summon- 
ed by the high priest In the cours-> 
of tho night assembled and brought 
their band of false witnesses, whom 
they mutt have had ready before this 
tribunal. There must be evidence of 
some kind to Justify the court before 
the world for its action. 


That Jesus was to lose his life by 


the Judgment of the court, either by 
stoning or by crucifixion, was a fore- 
gone conclusion amongst the mem- 
bers of the. court.

trial, as given by the evaiigellst, Pllat" 
cuts so important a figure that in Ol- 
der to fullv understand the case It 
is necessary to say something of him 
and his history and power. 


Pilate was the sixth Roman procura- 


tor in Judea, and he says of himself 
that Roman and Spanish blood ran in 
his veins. He was appointed procura- 
tor about the yeai A. D. 25 or 26, in 
the 12th year of Tiberius faesar. 


One of his fisrt acts was to remove 


the headquarters of the army from 
Caesarae to Jerusalem. This was re- 
garded as an Invasion of the rights 
of the Holy City and made him very 
unpopular, and so great was the tu- 
mult that the image of the emperor 
was taken back to Caosarea.

when the cars struck him was E. E. 
Burton.a 
switchman 
of 
Springfield, 


who was walking 
about fifteen feet 


ahead of the cars which were being 
backed east on No. 1 track just east 
of the Jasper street crossing. Burton 
did not see Palmer anS the first he 
knew was when he heard a groan and 
at once signaled the engineer to stop. 
By that time four cars and a caboose 
had passed over Palmer's body nnd he 
was taken from under the tender of 
switch engine No. 146 which was push- 
ing the cars. 
Burton said that Palm- 
er must have passed behind him and 
between him nnd the cars. 
George Kelso of this city, also a 


switchman, testified that he saw Palm- 
er get off his caboose and walk toward 
to the office at Jasper street. 
He 


usually registered 
and left his bills 


there. 
He did not see him struck. 
Harry Dunn, engineer, and George 


Brant, fireman, of No. 146, testified 
to 


the fact that the engine and ears were 
moving about two miles an hour and 
the train was just starting. 
John Palmer's brotherlnlpw, Davib 


McKeown, came over from Springfield 
Saturday and accompanied the remains 
back to Springfield 
at 11:35.

The End of It. 


The t r i i l oC Jesus was short, las'- 


ng evidently less than three hours. 
The; 
case probably commenced about 


sunrise. The witnesses had been duly 
nolllleJ and were on hand. The chief 
priests and elders had sought f;Us3 
witness and 
many 
false 
witness's 


came, but their testimony 
did not 


agree one with another and their tes- 
timony could not be taken under the 
law. At last came two false witnesses 
who testified that "This fellow said 
I am ahl' to destroy the temple of 
God and build It In three days." This 
fact proved nothing-, an it \vas not a 
violation of any provision of the Jew- 
ish code. "And the high priest arojc 
and said unto him, 'Answei est th HI 
nothing? U hat is it which these w i t - 
ness against three?'" But Jesus held 
his pe-ice. And the high priest an- 
swered and said unto him, "t adjure 
you by Ihe Hvng God that thou tell 
us whelh1 ' thou be the Christ, the son 
of the l i v i n g God." Jesus then said 
to him, '"J hou has said; nevertheless I 
say unto you, hereafter shall ye sec 
the Son of Man sluing on the rignt 
Band of Power 
and coming in the 


clouds of Heaven." Then the high 
priest rent his clothes, saying, "He- 
hath spoken blasphemy. What further 
need have we of witnesses, 
behold 


now ye have heard his blasphemy 
what think ye''" They answered and 
said, "He Is guilty of death." Mark 
states the fact a little different. He 
Bays: "Again the high priest asked 
him and said unto him, 'Art thou the 
e^hrist, UK son of the Blessed?' And 
Jesus said, T am; and ye shall see the 
Son of Man sitting on the right hand 
of Power and 
corning In clouds of 


Heaven." This makes the case against 
Jesus as strong as it can be made. 
And on this statement the Sanhedrin 
found him guilty of blasphemy and 
condemned him to death and straight- 
way that morning the chief 
priest 


held a consultation with the elders and 
scribes and the whole council, and 
they bound him and carried him a v a y 
and delivered him to Pilate. Pilate 
cross-examined Jesus, but he answer- 
ed nothing, 
and 
after 
further ex- 


amination Pilate said to the priests, 
"I find no fault with this man." This 
declaration was In effect a reversal of 
Ihe findings and judgment of the San- 
hedrin. Pilate then learned that he 
was a Gallilcan; he decided that he 
belonged to Herod'B Jurisdiction, and 
be sent him to Herod, the tetrarcn of 
that country, who by chance was in 
the city at this time; it must have 
been 12 o'clock. 


Herod declined to have anything to 


do with the matter and sent Jesus 
back tn Pilate, dressed in shining, 
kingly robes, to express his ridicule of 
such matters. 


Pilate examined Jesus privately find 


was satisfied that tbe case was not 
made out. And they were th-n obliged 
to devise a new charge, and they 
gave the claims of Jesus a political 
turn, and Pilate then learned, if per- 
adventure he did not know it, anJ that 
Jesus did not claim that bis kingdom 
was of this world. And to this the 
crowd replied that bis teachings had 
stirred up ail the people from Galltlee 
to Jerusalem and 
the 
crowd cried, 


"Crucify him!" 


Pilate did all In his power to con- 


vince tbe mob that were standing on 
the pavement ciying for the blood of. 
Jesus that there was no g-uilt in him. 
Pllale was a man of learning and abil- 
ity an.l understood the Roman law and 
also the Jewish code, and that Jesus 
was not guilty 
of 
violating 
either 


law. He did not want to issue the or- 
der on the judgment of tile Senhedrln 
for the execution of Jesus either by 
stoning or by crucifixion. H" finally 
tried the Barrabas scheme and that 
like all others failed. And the crowd 
cried more earnestly, "Crucify him!" 


Finally Pilate yielded to the de- 


mands of the mob, and having decided 
that Jesus was not pullty as found by 
the Sanhedrin, he without i trial and 
•without hearing any 
evidence, and 


without regard for tbe judgment of 
the Sanhedrin senlenced Jesus '.o ne 
crucified betwen two thieves; not for 
blasphemy, but as a seducer, seditious, 
and an enemy of the law, and issued 
the death warrant, saying on tbe great 
and notorious evidence of the peo- 
ple, "He is a seducer; he is seditious; 
he is the enemy of the law." In pur- 
suance of this order of Pilate, JesuB 
was crucified at 3 o'clock on April 2, 
A. D., 33. Pilate was simply an exec- 
utive officer, with judicial power per- 
haps of reviewing the judgment of tbe 
Sanhedrin in capital cases. This la 
not a judicial murder; it was simply 
murder without any color of legal au- 
thority. If Pilate had simply affirmeej 
the judgment of tbe Sanhedrin and 
ordered the execution by stoning the 
prisoner to death, all that could have 
been said was the court had miscon- 
ceived the facts. The Jewish law, with 
all its barbarous punishments, it must 
be said, to the credit of the Mosaic 
code, that crucifixion was not one 
of the punishments. The fact that 
Jesus was crucified is conclusive eU- 
dence that the judgment of the San- 
hedrin was ignored by Pilnte, as thot 
judgment could only be enforced by 
stoning. Jesus was ijuilty of no offense, 
as Pilate affirmed, and that he was 
sentenced by Pilate and given up to 
the mob to satisfy a demand for his 
blood is clear.

This mode of punishment 
was finally abolished by Constantino, 
A. T>. 330.
